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The  Rioral  District  of  Atherstone  lies  almost  in  the  centre 
of  England  and  in  the  northern  part  of  the  County  of  Warwick. 

The  northern  and  eastern  boundaries  of  the  District  form  part 
of  the  Leicestershire  County  Border,  Neighbouring  Warwickshire 
local  authorities  are  Nuneaton  Borough  and  Meriden  Rural  District* 
Coventry  is  situated  15  miles  to  the  south  and  Leicester  and 
Birmingham  are  each  20  miles  away  to  east  and  west  respectively. 

The  interests  of  Atherstone  have  always  been  agricultural, 
commercial  and  industrial.  Coal  mining  and  hat  maniafacturing 
are  the  principal  industries,  whilst  there  are  also  brick, 
pipe  and  tile  v/orks,  engineering  worlcs,  hosiery  and  footv^ear 
factories  and  other  minor  industries.  There  is  a need  for  new 
industries,  and  splendid  opportunities  exist  for  such  development. 

Means  of  communication  are  good.  Passing  through  the  town 
are  the  main  trunk  road  known  as  Watling  Street  (A5)  , the  main 
London  to  Crowe  Railway  line  and  the  Coventry  Canal,  The  main 
road  is  nov;  carried  round  the  town  by  a new  by— pass  and  the 
railway  line  has  now  been  electrified, 

Atherstone  is  of  great  antiquity.  Indisputable  evidence 
of  Roman  association  has  been  discovered  from  time  to  time, 
Atherstone  town  was  well  established  in  the  9th  century  and  it 
was  entered  in  Domesday  Book  as  Aderstone,

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Athens tone  Rural  District  Council* 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-ontlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Rxiral  District  of  Atherstone  for 
the  year  I963  including  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

Follovd.ng  the  disbanding  of  the  Rural  District  of  Tamworth, 
the  parishes  of  Austrey,  Kingsbury,  Newton  Regis,  SeclcLngton  and 
Shuttington  were  included  in  the  boundaries  of  the  Rural  District 
of  Atherstone  from  1st  April.  Due  to  these  boundary  changes  it  is 
difficult  to  make  precise  statistical  comparisons  v/ith  previous 
years. 


The  mid-year  estimate  obtained  from  the  Registrar  General's 
Department  gave  the  population  of  the  Rural  District  for  19^3  as 
33>450.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  inclusion  of  the  new  parishes 
accounted  for  the  large  increase  on  last  year  s figures. 

During  the  year  678  births  were  registered  giving  a birth  rate 
of  31  which  is  almost  double  the  national  average  of  18, 

The  number  of  infant  deaths,  that  is,  deaths  occuridng  in  the 
first  year  of  life  was  only  7 which  corresponded  with  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  10.33*  This  compares  favourably  with  the  rate 
of  19  for  England  and  Wales.  Once  again  the  causes  of  death  were 
due  to  prematurity,  congenital  defects  and  other  causes  which  in 
the  present  state  of  our  medical  loiowledge  it  is  impossible  to 
prevent . 
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The  number  of  deaths  was  291  giving  a mortality  rate  of  11,65 
which  compares  favourably  with  the  national  rate  of  11.5 • 

The  natural  increase,  that  is  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
was  237*  As  in  previous  years  the  causes  of  death  did  not  adversely 
reflect  the  environmental  circiMstances  of  the  district. 

Due  to  the  usual  biennial  outbreak  of  measles  of  which  379 
cases  were  notified  the  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
reached  a figure  of  396  almost  five  times  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year,  A vaccine  vThich  gives  protection  against  measles 
is  being  marketed  in  this  country  but  its  efficacy  has  not  been 
fully  assessed  and  it  is  not  yet  in  general  use. 

Once  again  no  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  occurred 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  high  rate  of  immunity  conferred  by 
innoculation  against  these  diseases  is  an  important  factor. 

The  nimaber  of  cases  in  the  Tuberculosis  Register  fell  to  129 
which  equals  the  figure  for  1962.  In  my  annual  report  for  that  year 
I drev7  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  was  the  lov/ost  figure  recorded 
since  19A8,  This  gradiial  decline  is  a reflection  of  the  improved 
living  standards  and  care  which  is  available. 

The  Personal  Health  Services,  which  are  the  responsibility 
of  Warwickshire  County  Council  contin\ie  to  expand,  A full  acco\mt 
of  these  services  is  given  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Principal  School  Medical  Officer, 

Dioring  the  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the  staffing  of  the 
Health  Department,  Mr.  H,  M,  Blaclcshaw  transferred  from  Tamworth 
Rural  District  and  Mr,  C,  A,  Bond  was  appointed  Public  Public  Health 
Inspector,  We  nov/  have  two  pupils  in  training  V7ho  will  make  a 
valuable  contribution  to  the  national  shortage  of  qualified  inspectors. 
Locally  they  also  make  a valuable  contribution  to  the  work  of  the 
Department  as  they  are  capable  of  undertaking  many  routine  jobs 
thereby  saving  the  time  of  trained  Public  Health  Inspector, 

The  rest  of  the  report  is  self  explanatory  and  there  is  nothing 
further  that  I can  add  in  this  introduction.  It  can  be  seen  from 
the  follovd.ng  pages  that  progress  continues  and  that  the  state  of 
health  and  hygiene  in  the  Riiral  District  was  satisfactory. 
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In  conclusion  I v/ish  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Councillor 
Ernest  Bond  J.P,  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for 
their  enthusiasm  and  support.  Appreciation  mxist  also  be  expressed 
for  the  co-operation  and  assistance  received  from  lir,  Acton, 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  and  colleagues  in 
other  Departments.  Also  to  Mrs.  Taylor  vdio  has  typed  and  prepared 
this  report.

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LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  situated  at  the  Coventry  and 
Warwick  Hospital,  Coventry,  undertakes  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  samples  of  water,  ice  cream  and  food  also  in 
connection  with  the  investigation  of  infectious  diseases, 

Messrs,  Bostock,  Hill  & Rigby,  Public  Analysts,  Birmingham, 
are  frequently  employed  for  chemical  analyses. 


THE  SENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  Oeneral  Practitioners  Service  is  administered  by  the 
Warwiclcshire  Executive  Coiancil;  eight  medical  practitioners 
live  in  the  district,  but  others  living  outside  have  extended 
their  activities  to  cover  parts  of  the  district. 

There  are  no  general  hospital  services  directly  available  - 
v.dthin  the  district,  but  out-patient  and  in-patient  facilities 
are  available  at  the  Nuneaton  and  Tamworth  hospitals.  Cases  of 
infectioias  diseases  are  usually  admitted  to  V/hitley  Hospital, 
Coventry,  and  a small  percentage  of  cases  requiring  special 
treatment  are  admitted  to  Birmingham  hospitals.  The  one-time 
Atherstone  Isolation  Hospital  at  G-rendon  has  now  been  converted 
into  a Sanatorium,  but  the  bed  accommodation  for  Tuberciilosis 
patients  is  largely  provided  for  at  Hertford  Hill  Sanatorium, 

Near  Warwick,  but  various  other  Sanatoria  within  the  Birmingham 
Hospital  Region  are  also  used. 

The  Warwickshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  the  School  Health  Service,  and  for  arrangements 
for  Domiciliary  Nursing,  Domestic  Helps,  Vaccination  and 
Immunisation,  the  care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children,  the 
Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care  and  the  Ambulance 
Service  as  laid  down  in  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  ' 

Service  Act,  194^*  With  the  exception  of  the  Ambulance 
Service,  the  day  by  day  administration  of  these  services  is 
under  the  control  of  the  Area  Medical  Officer,  Council  Offices, 
Bedworth,  The  Ambulance  Depot  is  at  Watling  Street,  Dordon, 

A General  Purposes  Clinic  is  situated  in  Station  Street, 
Atherstone.  Infant  Welfare  and  School  Clinics  are  held  in  and 
conducted  in  these  premises  and  sessions  are  held  at  which  the 
Speech  Therapist,  Dentist  and  Eye  Specialist  attend.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Atherstone  Rural  District  Council, 

Idr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  1965. 

Housing  is  dealt  vd.th  in  pages  xS  to  it  and  concludes  vd.th 
an  Analysis  Table  of  the  Housing  Siarvey  carried  out  from  April 
to  November  in  the  Parishes  acquired  from  the  Tamworth  Riiral 
District  which  was  dissolved  on  the  31st  March,  1965» 

This  Survey  had  been  planned  and  undertaken  in  order  that 
the  sanitary  circmstances  of  the  areas  co\ild  be  assessed  and  made 
knoT(7n  to  the  Council,  and  also  to  make  the  necessary  extension  of 
an  Individual  House  Card  Index  v/hich  details  and  categorises  every 
house  in  the  District.  This  system  was  started  in  1947,  and  the 
information  immediately  availible  has  been  found  to  be  almost 
indispensable  to  the  quick  and  efficient  runrdng  of  some  of  the 
Department's  activities. 

The  Siarvey  showed  that  1,401  (64.5^  of  the  houses  transferred 
were  fit  in  all  respects  and  had  all  modem  conveniences,  542 
(24  needed  minor  repairs  or  'standard  grant'  improvements;  135 
(6,  needed  extensive  repair,  structural  alteration  and/or 


improvement,  97  (4*5?^  only  of  the  houses  were  found  to  be  unfit 
for  htunan  habitation  and  beyond  repair  at  reasonable  expense  - 
thirteen  of  these  had  been  included  in  clearance  areas  before  the 
end  of  the  year, 

Austrey  Parish  was  found  to  have  had  a 45)'^  increase  in  the 
number  of  dwellings  since  the  1951  Censxos;  Kingsbury  had  increased 
by  30^;  Newton  Regis  by  28^  and  Shuttington  by  33/4  SecldLngton  V7as 
found  to  be  exceptional  in  that  it  has  remained  virtually  unchanged 
in  this  Century  (also  largely  in  the  Century  preceding)  and  has  no 
Coimcil  houses. 
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The  nuabei*  of  houses  dealt  ■with  in  clearance  areas  and  as 
'individual  unfits*  took  a sharp  fall  on  the  average  of  the  last 
ten  years,  hut  only  about  270  sub— standard  dwellings  remain.  At 
the  present  rate  of  building  these  should  be  dealt  with  in  three 
more  years. 

t 

Private  ovners  of  rented  houses  malce  negligible  use  of  the 
standa]?d  grant  provisions  of  the  Hoxasing  Acts.  Perhaps  in  the 
main  they  have  not  considered  the  financial  benefits  which  accrue. 

At  12-^  permanent  increase  of  rental  an  owner’s  improvement  expendicvire 
is  fully  repaid  in  eight  years.  The  sale  of  a grant-aided  property 
is  without  encumbrance  after  three  years.  Over  constant  gross 
profit  and  capital  asset  appreciation  arises  on  present  interest 
rates  on  money  borrowed  by  an  ovmer  to  meet  his  share  of  improvement 
costs. 

Of  the  58  houses  shov.n  in  the  19^5  Table  (page  28  ) as  rented, 

35  w'ere  owned  by  the  National  Coal  Board. 

Tenants  of  houses  also  seem  unwilling  to  apply  the  law.  In 
1965  only  one  tenant  of  a hovise  not  in  an  improvement  area,  made 
application  to  the  Council  for  action  to  be  token  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1964,  for  his  house  to  be  provided  vvlth  the  standard  amenities, 

Throu^out  the  year  Mains  Waters  supplied  by  the  three  Water 
Undertakers  have  been  found  by  regular  sampling  results  to  be 
consistently  pure  and  wholesome  s\q)plies. 

All  the  water  in  the  World  has  been  throu^^  several  sets  of 
kidneys  and  the  I965  published  proposals  of  the  North  East 
Warwiclcshire  Water  Board  to  construct  a largo  reservoir  at 
Alvecote  ^vill  short-oirc\iit  the  rettirn  journey,  The  reservoir  vd.ll 
accommodate  v/ater  from  the  River  AnJcer.  There  is  nothing  revolutionary 
in  the  proposals  to  store,  pump,  purify  and  re-distribute  waters 
from  rivers  in  this  Country,  Supplies  would  soon  be  outstripped 
by  demand  if  available  and  econcanic  sources  ivere  not  exploited* 

Partly  in  this  connection  it  is  promising  to  see  from  pages 
30  to  33  that  five  small  sewage  vrorks  are  to  be  dis-used  and 
larger  centralised  sev/age  worlcs  constructed  to  serve  two  or  three 
Parishes,  Effluents  from  all  sewage  t7orks  will  have  to  be  to  a 
far  hi^er  standard  in  the  near  future.  The  bigger  the  works  the 
better  the  maintenance  and  effluent  should  be  and  it  is  surely  more 
economic  to  pump  and  gravitate  sewage  than  to  lay  dovm  and  attempt 
to  maintain  small  and  inherently  unsatisfactory  sewage  vrorlcs  in 
each  Parish,  For  the  last  sixty  years  there  have  been  fourteen 
sev.'ago  works  serving  ten  Parishes,  whilst  three  Parishes  had  no 
v7orks  at  all.  Present  proposals  reduce  the  number  of  sev/age  v/orlcs 
to  seven  and  Bentley  Village  is  to  be  given  water  carz*iage. 
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Offensive  smells  from  the  overloaded  Nuneaton  Borough’s 
Sewage  7/orks  which  is  situate  in  our  Hartshill  Parish,  give  rise 
to  comment  and  complaint.  The  Borough  has  a Scheme  for  re- 
construction and  enlargement;  site  worlcs  are  expected  to  commence 
mid-1966. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  is  written  up  on  pages  32f 
to  38#  The  trivial  complaints  from  v/hich  the  vrork  is  inseparable 
underline  the  lack  of  appreciation  of  what  is  involved  in  organising 
and  maintaining  an  ever  expanding  Service;  carrying  out  nearly 
12,000  back-door  collections  every  week  and  hygienically  disposing 
of  11,700  tons  of  domestic  refuse  each  year.  Refuse  Collection 
is  the  largest  removal  and  transport  business  in  every  Council’s 
area  and,  as  the  average  cost  per  premises  is  just  less  than  one- 
shilling  per  week,  there  is  value  for  money. 

The  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  and  food  premises  and 
moat  inspection  at  the  five  slau^terhouses  in  the  District  tal<es 
a fair  and  justified  proportion  of  your  Public  Health  Officers’ 
time.  In  the  District  there  are  about  1,300  persons  directly 
employed  as  food  handlers  and  food  workers.  Standards  of  handling 
and  seiving  of  open  foods  are  slowly  improving,  but  the  greatest 
contribution  to  food  hygiene  over  the  last  twenty  years  has  been 
and  is  in  pre-pacl<aging. 

Special  visits  v/ere  made  to  some  Offices  and  Shops  during 
the  year  in  connection  with  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act  provisions.  155  defects  were  fo\ind  in  55  premises.  Shades 
of  Bob  Cratchitt,  absence  of  suitable  space-heating  arrangements 
was  a common  fault  and  artificial  lighting  standards  varied  \d.dely. 

In  the  interests  of  both  employee  and  employer,  occupational 
lighting  should  give  comfort,  safety  and  efficiency.  In  15  lumens 
square  foot  one  cannot  see  at  one’s  best,  A few  references  are 
made  on  page  45  to  absurd  standards  of  lifting  foxind  in  some  shops. 

Observations  and  Technical  information  on  Air  Pollution  and 
Smoke  Abatement  are  contained  on  pages 

We  were,  I believe,  the  first  Council  in  Britain  to  carry  out 
Contract  Rodent  Control,  Ten  years  ago  Annual  Contracts  value 
£632  T/ere  held;  steadily  increasing  to  £935  last  year.  On  expiry 
an  average  of  95^  have  been  immediately  renewed  over  the  years. 
Farmers  consider  the  Service  given  to  be  their  best  insurance 
policy.  No  doubt  the  success  of  the  Scheme  has  been  due  to  having 
the  right  man  in  the  job.  In  the  ten  years  your  Rodent  Operative, 

Mr,  C.  H,  Pavitt,  has  been  employed,  there  has  not  been  a single 
complaint  about  the  manner  or  effectiveness  of  his  work. 
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On  the  1st  April,  Mr,  H.  M,  Blackshaw,  \iiio  had  been  appointed 
in  Januaiy  and  seconded  to  Taraworth  R.D.C,,  joined  yoin*  qualified 
Public  Health  Officer  staff  and  in  October  a second  Student  Public 
Health  Officer  77as  appointed. 

The  unfailing  and  good  work  of  Jlr,  Margoschis  (Deputy), 

Messrs,  Kibbert  and  Blaclcshav/  (Additionals)  and  Mrs,  Taylor  (Clerlc- 
Shorthand/Typist)  and  of  the  men  of  the  Cleansing  Department  has 
again  been  greatly  appreciated  throu^out  the  year, 

I have  always  greatly  valued  the  assistance  and  support  which 
I have  been  given  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
(Mr,  Councillor  Ernest  Bond,  J,P,)  and  the  Members  of  the  Committee,

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CI.RINM  SITES  & CONTROL  OF  SEVELQPLISIW  ACT.  1960> 


The  caravan  sites  in  the  District  at  the  end  of  March, 
1965,  did  not  pose  any  particular  problem.  The  largest  site 
accommodated  only  five  caravan?  and  sixteen  other  licensed 
sites  existed  on  v/hich  there  v.'ere  one  to  three  caravans  only. 

At  Alvecote  on  annexation  day  there  was  a Licensed  Site 
whereon  39  caravans  stood, 

A Survey  of  Caravan  Sites  in  the  whole  of  the  Rural 
District  was  carried  out  in  December,  1965.  Thirty-two  sites 
were  recorded.  Twenty  carried  only  one  caravan;  nine  sites 
were  of  tv/o  to  six  caravans  and  the  Alvecote  Site  then  had  37 
caravans. 

Reports  v/ore  made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  Town 
Planning  and  Development  Committee  vdth  a view  to  appropriate 
action  in  respect  of  those  Tdiich  had  neither  Planning  Consent, 
Licences  or  dispensations. 


vJiiTSR  SUPPLIES 

The  North  East  77ar'wickshire  Water  Board  is  responsible 
for  mains  water  supplies  in  thirteen  of  otir  Parishes,  A resiame 
on  the  sources  was  given  in  the  19^4  iumual  Report, 

The  Statutory  Water  Undertakers  for  the  Parishes  of 
Austrey,  Nevrfcon  Regis,  Shuttington  and  SeclcLngton  are  the 
South  Staffordshire  Water  Company,  The  Birmingham  Corporation 
Water  Department  supplies  the  'whole  of  the  Parish  of  liingsbury. 

Mains  water  is  extremely  well  distributed,  only  18  dwellings 
are  not  supplied  'with  mains  v/ater. 

Reports  on  ei^t  samples  of  mains  v/ater  supplied  by  the 
South  Staffordshire  Water  Company  shov/ed  in  all  cfises  a pure 
and  wholesome  supply.  Total  ha,rdness  varied  between  a minimum 
of  160  and  maximiom  of  203  parts  per  million,  of  which  one  quarter 
is  generally  temporary  hardness. 
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Sixty-six  'bacteriologica.l  examination  resiilts  of  mains 
water  supplied  ty  the  North  East  Warvvickshire  Water  Board  gave 
satisfactory  results, 

T^venty-nine  dwellings  at  the  C aide  cote  Hall  and  Flats  and 
properties  adjacent  thereto  were  connected  to  a mains  supply 
during  the  year.  The  pumped,  stored  and  piped  private  spring 
water  supply  was  then  dis-used. 

From  three  farms  and  four  cottages  in  an  outlying  part  of 
Mancetter  Parish  samples  of  well  water  \/ere  given  bacteriological 
examination.  All  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory;  six  wells  showed 
contamination  with  Bact,  coli  (type  l).  The  Engineer/Manager 
of  the  North  East  Warwiclcshire  Water  Board  was  considering  mains 
extensions  into  the  area  and  pending  availability  of  this  supply, 
the  occupiers  were  advised  to  boil  the  water  before  lase  for 
drinld.ng  purposes. 


SEMRAGE  i^ND  SEWA&E  DISPOSl\L 


Of  the  10,739  houses  in  the  District,  approximately  9,770 
drain  to  public  sowers  end  sewa.ge  disposal  worlcs.  Some  900 
properties  have  cesspools  or  septic  tanlcs  and  about  70  discharge 
V7aste  water  direct  to  ditches, 

1.  Atherstono  Parish  - New  worlcs  built  in  1956  when  some  now 
and  relief  sewers  and  pumping  stations  were  rJ.so  installed.  In 
February,  I963,  the  Council  decided  that  the  sewage  v;orlcs  should 
bo  extended  in  order  to  cope  with  effluents  from  proposed 
residential  areas  and  the  proposed  industrial  development  at 
Ratcliffe  Road,  This  contract  v/as  virtually  completed  at  the 
end  of  the  year;  it  included  additional  sedimentation  and  sevirage 
digestion  tanlcs,  filter  and  sludge  drying  beds  and  associated 
works. 


During  the  year  construction  of  flood  relief  sewers  in 
G-rove  Road  ?jid  Stafford  Street  was  completed.  The  Atherstone 
Worlcs  receives  sewage  from  the  Marlcet  Bosv^orth  (Leicestershire) 
R,D,C,  villages  of  Witherley,  Sheepy  Magna  and  Ratcliffe  Culey, 


2,  Ansley  Parish  - Prom  a central  point  in  the  village  the 
North  Western  and  South  Eastern  areas  dr.'iin  to  separate  sites 
of  sewage  disposal  worlcs. 

The  worlcs  serving  the  South  Eastern  area  was  provided  by 
the  Coal  Industry  Housing  Association  in  1953,  in  connection 
with  a new  housing  site.  The  disposal  works  v/as  token  over 
by  the  Co\mcil,  and  after  re— sewering,  all  properties  at  the 
South  Eastern  end  of  the  village  were  connected  thereto. 
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Both  sewage  disposal  worlca  include  settlement  tanlcs, 
filters  and  sludge  beds  but  neither  is  a.dequate  for  the  present 
sewage  flow.  The  effluent  in  ea,ch  ca.se  is  of  poor  quality  and 
is  discharged  to  small  v/atercourses  viiich  are  badly  fouled. 

The  hamlet  of  Birchley  Heath  has  new  sev/ers  and  a sewage 
worlcs  which  was  laid  dovm  in  1957*  From  tlie  Ansley  Common  part 
of  tlie  Parish  sewage  is  conveyed  to  Nuneaton  Borou^'s  sewers 
and  dealt  ^vith  at  a metered  charge  at  that  Borough' s sewage 
worlcs. 


New  scheme  see  10  following,  which  will  result  in  dis-use 
of  the  two  existing  Ansley  Sewage  Works, 


3,  Baddesley  Ensor  Parish  - Sewage  from  approximately  two  thirds 
of  the  houses  in  the  Parish  passes  throu^  a totally  inadequate  and 
obsolete  works  on  the  south  side  of  the  village.  Land  irrigation 
is  practised  on  a limited  area.  There  is  serious  pollution  of 
a water  course.  Sewage  from  the  properties  on  the  northern  side 
of  the  v/atershed  gravitates  to  the  G-rendon  Sewage  Works  (see  9 
f ollo\Ying)  • Consulting  Engineers  have  prepared  an  outline  scheme 
for  the  extension  and  reconstruction  of  the  G-rendon  Sewage  Works 
and  for  new  tiainlc  and  relief  sev/ers  to  take  sewage  to  that  vrarlcs 
from  the  whole  of  the  villages  of  Baddesley  Ensor  and  Baxterley 
and  f2Tom  pi-operties  on  Bentley  Common,  Sewage  IVorks  and  other 
installations  in  these  Parishes  will  then  be  dis-used. 


A,  Baxterley  Parish  - Part  of  the  village  is  served  by  a works 
and  sewers  vfhich  were  put  down  in  1952,  in  connection  with  a 
small  housing  estate.  Other  houses  in  the  village  disclaarge 
sewage  to  four  small  septic  tanlcs  and  percolating  beds  lAhich  are 
owned  by  the  National  Coal  Board,  New  scheme  see  3 preceding. 


5.  Bentley  Parish  - This  is  very  rural  and  there  are  no  sewers 
or  sewage  worlcs.  New  scheme  see  3 preceding, 

6,  C aide  cote  Parish  - About  tivo  thirds  of  the  properties  in  the 
Parish  are  connected  to  a sewerage  system  put  dovm  v/hen  the 
Caldecote  Hall  was  bxiilt  in  1880,  Outfall  is  to  a tanlc  in  an 
isolated  thicket  where  a IcLnd  of  land  irrigation  is  practised. 
Other  houses  in  the  Parish  are  on  tanlcs  and  cesspits. 
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7-  Dordon  Parish  - The  new  sewers  and  sewage  worlcs  at  Dordon  are  now 
being  constructed  and  will  serve  all  premises  on  the  south  side 
of  the  watershed.  The  houses  on  the  north  side  of  the  watershed 
discharge  to  the  Polesworth  Sewage  Worlcs  (see  Hf  following), 
v/hilst  a few  houses  on  the  G-rendon  side  discharge  into  the 
G-rendon  Parish  Works  of  which  mention  is  made  in  (3)  preceding. 

The  Dordon  Hayes  part  of  Church  Road  is  in  great  need  of  connection 
to  public  sewers  and  the  Consulting  Engineer  have  now  obtained 
tenders  for  carrying  out  this  work  as  an  extension  of  the  Dordon 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Worlcs  Contract, 

8,  Freasley  Ward  - This  is  a very  small  hamlet  with  a sewerage  system 
which  serves  houses  around  The  G-i*een, 


9,  G-rendon  Parish  - The  existing  sewage  works  is  on  the  northern 
side  of  the  village;  it  is  overloaded  and  obsolete,  and  also 
serves  parts  of  the  Baddesley  Ensor  and  Dordon  Parishes  (see  3 
and  7 preceding) . 


10,  Hartshill  Parish  - In  this  Parish  the  Cotincil  has  an  old  and 
inadeqvinte  works  isolated  in  a wood.  From  about  one-third  of 
the  properties  in  the  Parish  sewage  is  passed  into  the  convenient 
sewers  of  Nuneaton  Borou^  and  treated  at  their  works. 

Consulting  Engine eis  have  prepared  an  outline  scheme  for  new 
and  additional  sewers  and  pumping  stations  to  tolce  sev/age  from 
Hartshill,  Ansley  Common  and  Ansley  Village  to  the  Nuneaton 
Sev/age  Works  vvhich  is  in  our  Hartshill  Parish  and  which  is  about 
to  be  entirely  reconstructed  and  extended.  The  above  referred  to 
Hartshill  Parish  Sewage  Works  vd.ll  then  be  dis-used. 


11.  Mancetter  Parish  - Sewage  from  the  developed  parts  of  Iilancetter 
runs  to  pumping  stations  from  whence  it  is  discharged  to  the 
Atherstone  Sewage  V/orks  (see  1 preceding).  The  laying  of  a foul 
water  relief  sewer  has  recently  been  completed, 

12,  Mere vale  Parish  - This  is  very  rural  and  there  are  no  sewers  or 
sewage  worlcs,

13*  Oldbury  Parish  - Our  smallest  Parish  and  not  served  by  public 
sewers  or  works,  A small  plant  which  is  ovmed  by  the  National 
Coal  Board  deals  with  sev/age  from  the  principal  group  of  a dozen 
houses. 
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14-*  Polesv/orth  Parish  - A new  Sev/age  "Works  was  completed  in  1963. 
Damage  to  the  worlcs  ensued  from  nearhy  great  over-hxirden  banlcs 
made  in  connection  v/ith  adjacent  coal  outcrop  worlcLngs.  Sewage 
from  the  major  part  of  Polesvrarth  is  pumped  to  the  wrlcs,  which 
also  receive,  via  an  inverted  syphon,  sewage  from  dwellings  in 
the  elevated  Whitehouse  Road  part  of  Dordon  Parish  (see  7 
preceding)  • 

For  Warton  Village  Consulting  Engineers  have  prepared  a 
scheme  for  new  and  relief  sevrers,  pumping  station  and  sewage 
works.  For  some  64  new  dwellings  in  an  area  of  development  an 
’’Oxigest"  sewage  plant  is  in  temporary  operation.  The  Village 
is  at  present  served  by  two  old  and  inadeqxiate  works;  one 
situated  to  the  north  and  the  other  to  the  south  of  the  Village, 


Annexed  Area  - Parishes  of  Austrey,  Newton  Regis,  Seclcington  and 
Shuttington.  Have  well  distributed  foul  sewerage  systems  which 
discharge  to  a central  se'wage  worics  at  Newton  Regis,  The  works  was 
completed  in  1956,  but  owing  to  recent  housing  developments  in  these 
Parishes,  extensions  to  the  works  will  be  necessary  in  the  near  future. 
Already  some  additional  lagoons  have  been  provided  and  land  irrigation 
is  practised  to  improve  the  effluent. 

Parish  of  Kingsbuipr  - Is  seiwed  by  two  sewage  disposal  works.  The 
Cliff  VJorks  constructed  in  1956  treat  sewage  from  Kingsbury  Village 
and  Piccadilly  whilst  -the  Old  Rail  Worics,  built  in  I96I,  receives 
from  the  villages  of  Hurley  and  Wood  End,  The  only  two  developed 
areas  not  sewered  are  at  Edge  Hill  and  Whateley  Village  and  for 
these  a sev/erage  system  and  pumping  station  should  be  given  priority.

In  October  a nev/  Shelve  Ice  & Drewry  20  cu,yd,  Palcamatic  Refuse 
Collection  Vehicle  was  ordered  for  delivery  in  March,  1966. 

Vehicles  Nos,  1,  2,  3 & k,  are  used  throughout  the  worlcLng  week. 
Vehicle  No,  5 is  used  each  Monday  to  Th\jrsday  inclusive.  Vehicle 
No,  6 is  used  for  special  collections  of  large  items  of  household 
refuse  and  discards  which  cannot  be  carried  in  or  might  caiise  damage 
to  hydraulic  hoses  in  Pakamatic  or  Fore  & Aft  Tipping  Vehicles,  and 
also  as  a replacement  in  emergency  or  when  a break-dovai  occurs. 

No,  8 is  used  Friday  only  in  each  week  for  the  collection  of  pail 
closet  contents  from  l83  premises. 
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The  Council  does  not  undertake  cesspit  oaiptying  in  any  part 
of  the  District,  A good  service  is  provided  hy  a Public  Cleansing 
Contractor  v.^hose  veliicles  work  in  the  area  on  alternate  weeks. 

After  consideration  (in  December,  I965,)  of  an  extensive  report 
on  the  operation  of  a Cesspool  Emptying  Service  this  Council 
decided  not  to  institute  such  a Service, 

No  materials  whatsoever  are  salvaged  from  the  refuse  collected, 

A Dust  Bin  Hire  Scheme  has  operated  since  194-9 • Tamworth 
R,D,C,  had  operated  a like  Scheme  on  similar  terms  for  some  years. 
About  50^  of  properties  have  hire  bins  at  7s, 6d,  per  annm, 

724  (537  in  1965)  bins  were  \ised  in  the  year  for  replacements  and 
new  installations. 

The  manual  employees  work  a five  day  week  of  4-2-hours  (40- 
hours  from  1966)  with  the  advantage  of  Superannuation  and  Sickness 
Benefit  Schemes;  tv/o  weeks  of  paid  annml  holiday  with  three  extra 
days  for  ten  years  of  serwice  and  last,  but  not  least,  an  original 
Bonus  Incentive  Scheme  which  has  applied  since  1955* 

The  Table  on  page  37  shows  collection  areas;  the  niamber  of 
premises  in  each  area  from  which  re^ufteor  night-soil  is  collected; 
the  nmber  of  times  all  were  cleared  in  I965  and  the  number  of 
employees  serving  each  route. 

In  1955#  Sickness  Benefit  paid  out  was  £24-9»  13s*  ^d.  The 
Average  Annual  cost  from  the  Bonus  Scheme  being  adopted  to  the  end 
of  1964-  was  £123,  14-s,  7d, , but  the  number  of  employees  v/as  four  less. 

It  may  be  reasonable  to  state  that  a generally  satisfactory 
service  was  given  throughout  the  year,  though  labour  problems 
existed  and  persisted,  particialarly  on  the  No,  4-  Route  (Baxterley, 
Bentley,  Hurley,  Kingsb\iry,  Wood  End,  etc,). 

Only  one  of  the  Tamv/orth  R,D,C,  refuse  collection  en5)loyees 
joined  our  service.  Living  in  Wood  End,  he  started  in  July,  went 
to  other  employment  in  August  and  v/as  re-engaged  here  in  November, 

To  extend  the  refuse  collection  sesrvice  to  the  acquired 
additional  7j4£0  population  in  12,636  acres,  it  was  fo\ind  necessary 
to  reorganise  all  the  previously  existing  refuse  collection  route. 
Theoretical  ’runs’  through  the  contemplated  new  Routes,  additions 
thereto  and  deductions  therefrom  led  to  the  forming  of  new  daily 
norms  for  the  respective  routes  (both  in  urban  and  rural  parts) 
which  have  resulted  in  very  similar  gross  bonus  earnings  being 
possible  for  like  world.ng  efford;  on  all  Routes, 
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Notwithstanding  the  average  £18,  10s,  Od.  gross  weelcly  wages 
(including  bonus)  of  labourers,  good  workers  for  refuse  collection 
are  hard  to  retain  and  even  more  difficxilt  to  find.  During  the 
year  eleven  v/orlonen  have  been  dismissed  from  or  voluntarily  left 
the  work. 

The  year  closed  with  an  extended  four  day  Christmas  holiday  and 
an  all  surpassing  residential  and  trade  refuse  production, 

I would  lilce  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  imf ailing  and 
conscientious  efforts  of  ?<Ir,  H.  Rickett,  Foreman,  and  of  the  worlonen 
engaged  in  this  arduous  public  service. 


LITTER  Bll'fS 


During  i960  the  District  was  equipped  with  litter  bins. 
There  are  now  249 • The  refuse  collectors  are  paid  a bonus  of 
l-gd,  per  litter  bin  emptied.  They  also  empty  the  large  litter 
baskets  on  lay-bys  on  the  trunlc  roads.  Litter  bins  were  emptied 
47  times  on  average  throughout  the  District, 


HOUSE  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Plartshill  Refuse  Tip  was  used  throughout  the  year,  2,422 
loads  being  dealt  with  there.  This  tip  v/ ill  be  filled  completely 
early  in  I966,  A further  64  loads  were  used  to  fill  a pit-hole 
on  farmland  at  Hurley, 

One  full-time  employee  worlcs  the  Refuse  Tip  with  a Bristol 
"Duplex"  bulldozer/ overloader,  and  a Bristol  "Eiiropa"  dozer/loader 
which  -was  acquired  frean  Tamworth  R,D,C,  Refuse  disposal  is  on  a 
mechanically  "controlled"  basis, 

A charge  of  4s, Od,  per  load  is  made  at  the  tip  for  receiving 
and  disposing  of  loads  of  materials  other  than  house  refuse.

Lovrer  House  Lane,  Baddesley  Ensor. 

Planning  Application  was  made  for  the  use  of  ten  acres  of 
reclaimable  lor,-  lying  and  swampy  land  at  Lower  House  Lane,  Baddesley 
Ensor,  During  my  accident  enforced  absence  from  duty,  -the  Trent 
River  Board  opposed  the  proposals  on  grounds  of  possible  pollution 
of  a stream  which  joins  the  River  Anlcer  after  meandering  for  two 
miles.

On  the  l6th  March,  complaint  was  received  of  a dead  match 
being  found  in  a cake  sold  at  a worlcs  canteen.  Immediate 
investigations  revealed  that  the  calce  was  manufactured  and 
delivered  to  the  canteen  by  Messrs.  Bruces  Banqueting  Products 
Ltd,,  of  Birmingham,  Inspection  of  the  trays  owned  by  the  firm, 
and  on  which  unwrapped  cakes  were  delivered,  showed  them  to  be 
in  an  unsatisfactory  state  of  cleanliness,  Tvro  days  later  the 
firms  delivery  van  was  inspected  as  it  made  a further  delivery 
at  the  canteen  and  it  v;as  also  found  to  be  in  an  unsatisfactory 
state  of  cleanliness. 

The  Council  decided  to  take  proceedings  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  19^0,  and  at  Athens tone  Magistrates

FACTORIES 


There  were  88  factories  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  increase  from  68  was  due  almost  entirely  to  factories 
transferred  to  the  District  with  the  annexed  parishes,  they  are 
situated  mainly  in  Kingsbuiy, 

Whilst  this  Department * 3 responsibility  is  limited, 
inspections  were  carried  o\it  as  required  and  contact  maintainod 
with  the  larger  factories. 

The  few  outworkers  remaining  in  the  District  are  employed 
chiefly  by  the  hat  manufacturers. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  1963. 

Due  to  staffing  difficulties  it  was  found  impossible  to 
commence  the  detailed  inspection  of  premises  registered,  under 
the  above  Act  until  the  last  quarter  of  the  year, 

A total  of  55  premises  were  inspected,  the  majority  being 
retail  shops.  The  nature  of  the  155  infringements  found  is 
set  out  in  the  table  below. 

It  was  found  that  very  few  premises  possessed  the  Regulations 
v/hich  the  Act  requires  shoiild  be  displayed,  A supply  of  the 
necessary  booklets  0SR9B  and  SH7/1  was  obtained  and  provided,  vThere 
necessary,  ly  the  visiting  inspector  at  a charge  of  9<i»  per  set. 

The  lack  of  a thermometer  and  first  aid  ld.t  were  also  common 
faults  and  advice  was  given  as  to  v^ere  suitable  equipment  could 
be' purchased  locally. 

The  lack  of  suitable  heating  arrangements  and  a constant 
supply  of  hot  water  for  washing  facilities  were  the  other  most 
common  infringements. 

In  the  55  premises  inspected  the  level  of  artificial  lighting 
has  been  a very  variable  factor,  A leaning  towards  fluorescent 
tube  lighting  is  noted,  being  foxand  in  all  modem  shops  and  thoses 
which  have  had  improvements  carried  out. 

Several  instances  of  poor  lighting  are  worthy  of  mention,

Widespread  complaints  of  a lov7  humming  noise  led  to 
investigations  at  the  Smokeless  Fuel  Pilot  Plant  at  Dordon. 
Under  certain  atmospheric  conditions,  the  humming  could  be 
heard  four  miles  distant. 

The  noise  eventually  v/as  found  to  be  from  compressors. 
It  proved  difficult  to  isolate  from  all  the  surrounding 
racket. 

The  provision  of  a large  insulated  igloo-type  hood, 
which  was  easily  i‘-ei.’.:rablu  for  maintenance  piarposes,  cured 
the  nuisance. 


Shooting, 

Complaint  was  "-.iceivod  about  the  firing  of  shot  guns  for 
clay  pigeon  shooting  by  a local  gun  club  on  a site  at  Grendon, 
Firing  occurred  spasmodically  on  Sunday  afternoons  and  Tuesday 
evenings.  The  main  source  of  complaint  was  from  a point  i+00 
yards  f2?om  the  firing  range. 

Efforts  were  made  to  assess  the  noise  level  at  three 
points  on  the  development  along  Watling  Street,  Grendon, 
ranging  from  kOO  to  750  yards  from  the  firing  range,  Sound 
levels  from  2^8  to  60  decibels  were  recorded  V7hen  taken  at  the 
rear  of  the  houses,  A check  made  20  yards  from  the  g\ans  gave 
a level  of  70  -75  decibels  - according  to  the  type  of  gun. 

By  co*»operation  with  the  club  checks  were  made  to  see  if 
an  alternative  site  noa..rby  would  give  any  improvement.  Results 
indicated  little  differ once. 

In  the  absence  c.?  ariy  standard  it  was  difficxilt  to 
determine  whether  or  rot  a rxuisance  existed.  However,  the 
fact  that  noise  from  tr?’/ffic  on  the  main  road  at  the  front 
of  the  houses  ranged  from  JO  to  80  decibels  was  of  some  help 
in  recommending  that  no  action  be  taken. 
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AIR  POLLUTION  AND  SIviOKE  AMTEMEin? 


Industrial  Pollution  and  Prosecution. 

During  the  year  fifteen  timed  observations  were  carried 
out  on  factory  chimneys  within  the  District,  Serious 
infringements  were  revealed  at  tvro  premises, 

Tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year  the  attention  of  the  National 
Coal  Board  was  drawn  to  a smoke  n\iisance  being  caused  by  the 
boiler  plant  at  Birch  Coppice  Colliery,  The  situation  was  being 
aggravated  by  the  fact  that  the  boilers  were  also  supplying 
steam  to  an  adjoining  Smokeless  Fuel  Plant,  The  Board  had  their 
export  stoker  supervise  the  regular  stokers  for  a period,  and  at 
the  very  end  of  the  year  a considerable  improvement  was  noted. 

In  September,  1964-,  the  Council  successfully  prosecuted 
the  Merovale  Laundry  for  offences  under  Section  1 of  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  1956,  At  the  hearing  before  Atherstone  Magistrates  an 
undertalcLng  was  given  that  the  existing  coal  fired  boiler  would 
be  replaced. 

After  this  conviction  the  firm  started  to  use  a one  to  one 
mixture  of  coke  and  coal  to  fire  the  boiler  but  little  improvement 
resulted.  By  mid-1965  no  further  progress  had  boon  made  towards 
the  replacement  of  the  boiler.  The  Council  again  instituted 
proceedings  against  the  firm  based  on  a timed  observation  made 
botv/oen  7 a,m,  and  8 a,m,  on  9th  September,  During  this  period 
a total  of  seven  infringements  occurred  comprising  two  of  black 
smoke  in  excess  of  two  minutes  in  the  half  hour,  foxrr  of 
continuous  emissions  of  dark  smoke  in  excess  of  four  minutes 
each  and  a total  of  more  than  10  minutes  dark  smoke  in  eight 
hours  (185  minutes  in  1 hour). 

The  case  was  heard  before  Atherstone  Magistrates  Court 
on  7th  December  and  a fine  of  £A8  vdth  £4,  4s,  Od,  costs  was 
imposed.  Since  this  conviction  the  firm  has  used  only  coke  to 
fire  the  boiler  and  the  smoke  nuisance  has  been  thus  obviated. 


Air  Pollution  Measurements, 

Measurement  of  the  level  of  pollution  from  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  has  continued.  It  is  carried  out  in  collaboration 
vfith  the  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council  and  results  are  fed 
into  the  National  Survey  through  the  Ministry  of  Technology's 
laboratory  at  Warren  Springs, 

One  daily  volumetric  instrument  at  Kingsbury  and  Lead 
Peroxide  Candles  at  Wood  End  and  Newton  Regis  were  taken  ever 
by  the  Department  on  1st  April,  with  the  annexed  paid  shed. 

They  are  being  maintained  along  with  the  existing  instruments. 
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Resiats  obtained  fron  the  daily  volumetric  instrument 
at  Atherstone  are  shown  in  Figures  1 and  2 and  Table  1 below 
gives  results  from  one  deposit  gauge  and  three  lead  peroxide 
candles.

242  (186  in  1964)  complaints  of  infestations  were  received 
in  the  year,  39  were  of  mice,  being  37  at  dwelling  houses,  one 
at  a Club  and  one  at  a shop.  All  the  reported  203  infestations 
of  rats  were  of  a minor  character;  175  were  at  dv/elling  houses, 
14  at  factories,  9 at  farms  and  5 at  shops.
